Edmonton Jan. 23.—During the tariff

Veteran of Great War is Se¬ 
lected as Prohibition 
Commissioner 


Lieul-Colonel James (“Jim”) Sc la¬ 
ter, D. 8. O, is the new Prohibition 
Commissioner for the Province of 
British Columbia. In conformity with 
tbe ProWnclal Civil Service Act tbe 
gallant Colonel appeared before Com¬ 
missioner Maclnnes this morning and 
submitted to the prescribed testa 
emerging therefrom with flying colors. 
In pnftgftUIofi With the requisite testi¬ 
mony from the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sioner the Order-tn-Council was Im¬ 
mediately drawn up and warmly en¬ 
dorsed by the Executive Council. It Is 
practically agreed that the salary of 
the new official will be set at $4,000 
per annum.

When 
the war began she had a debt of three 
and a half billions of dollars. . If we 
deduct what she has lent to her Al¬ 
lies. and certain other recoverable 
Items, she will probably owe twenty- 
two billions of dollars at a rough es¬ 
timate." 

The pride thus expressed In what 
Britain has done was not wanner than 
that felt for what has' been done by 
Canada. Sir Edmund reviewed in de¬ 
tail the financial accomplishments of 
♦he Dominion during the war period. 
At the outset of the struggle Canada j 
found It necessary to borrow abroad; ■ 
and. if in winding up our war accounts. ' 
we find that Great Britain owes us 
ahodt as much as we have borrowed 
abroad since August* -WO. we shall 
have the proud satisfaction of having 
paid our share of the cost of the war 
out of our own pockets. On the one 
ha n d we shaH know that I n th e gr e a t -' 
est emergency In the history of the 
world we did our part; on the other 
that we now have a sort of 
great national ledger in which vast 
sums stand at the credU of some of 
our people, to t>e paid by our people 
as a whole over a series of years. 

Sir John Aird's address will interest 
the shareholders. Pride Is expressed 
in the ability of the lank to retain 
the premier position In Canada In the 
matter of earnings--a position that has | 
not been maintained without effort. 
The same effort has undoubtedly been I 
required for the building up of the | 
bank's rest, which by this yegr’s dis¬ 
tribution of accumulated profits was 
brought up to <16.000,000, equalling the 
paid-up capital. The shareholders 
were reminded that in 1216 the sum of 
<104.000,000 was written off as loss on 
account of the depreciation of security 
values. . The hope was, however, ex¬ 
pressed. that upon the termination of 
the war. the sum might be recovered, ' 
and this hope is now realized. After | 
bringing up the reserves to an amount 
equalling the capital, the balance of 
profit and Pats remaining is substantial. 

Aside from the strictly Internal af¬ 
fairs of the bank. Sir John's comments 
dealt with some of the difficulties 
arising out of the war.

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•ITort to Increase oar holdings has 
been further hampered by the decline 
In the output of the Canadian mines 
caused by the present high cost of 
production. It is gratifying to find a 
substantial agreement with our views 
on this subject in the report of the 
Imperial ‘Committee on Currency 
and Foreign Exchanges after the 
War,** of which la>rd Cunliffe, Gov¬ 
ernor of the Bank of England, was 
Chairman. In Its first interim report 
this committee has emphasised the 
imperative need that the gold stand¬ 
ard should be effectively maintained 
In Great Britain, and that the neces¬ 
sary measures to this end should* be 
taken without delay. Himltar meas¬ 
ures are being urged in the United 
States hy a not mHnfluential section 
of the press, and U Is disquieting to 
hear a discordant note sounded in 
certain influential financial circles in 
this country. We think that the Gov¬ 
ernment could well afford.to pay a 
small royalty to encourage an Increase 
in the production of the gold mines of 
Canada The conditions of the last 
two years havs very adversely affect¬ 
ed the mining of gold, especially as 
compared with silVer, and in the in¬ 
terests of the country we believe that 
the Government should seriously con¬ 
sider some plan for placing this in¬ 
dustry on a profitable footing. 

Largs Velum# of Transaction 

The next Item of the assets, con¬ 
sisting of notes and cheques and bal¬ 
ances due by other banks, shows an 
increass of $3,830,000. almost all of 
which la made up of larger holdings 
of cheques on other banks, which 
constitute the daily exchanges. This 
increase is due solely to an increased 
volume of current banking transac¬ 
tions Securities of various kinds 
have increased 116.113,000, represented 
principally by larger holdings of 
British and Canadian Government se¬ 
curities. On the other hand, railway 
and- miscellaneous securities have de¬ 
creased slightly. Cali and short loans 
show an increase of $8.32 4.000. of 
which the greater part is in loans 
outside Canada. and immediately 
available assets are $15,0X2.000 great¬ 
er. standing st about 60 per cent of 
our liabilities to the public, fomrotr- 1 
J rial loans show an Increase of $52,621.- 
000, nearly all of which Is lent In Can- ! 
ada. .While there- is no doubt a good I 
deal of activity in such manufacturing j 
as can be carried on under the clr- 
I cumstances of the past few months, a 
large part of this increase is due to j 
high prices and to delay in realising 
on our wheat and other produce, which 
has been reserved by the Government. 
The deluy in this connection, while no 
doubt largely inevitable under existing 
conditions, has a prejudicial effect on 
those Immediately concerned. With 
the passing of the era of high prices, 

I especially those erf farm produce, and., 
a return of wages to a more normal 
level than that of munition-making, 
we must expect to see decreases in the 
volume of both our loans and deposits. 
Indeed, it will not be surprising If the 
figures of the present balance sheet 
are not exceeded for several years to 
come. 

, Total Assets Increase. 

The principal change M* **>• iteixx 
of Real Estate othei*than Bank Prem¬ 
ises is occasioned by our having paid 
off a mortgage on the Eastern Town¬ 
ships Bank building In Montreal. We 
also paid at maturity the mortgage on 
part of the property adjoining the site 
of this building, acquired some years 
ago for the extension of our Head Of¬ 
fice premises; this, and the purchase 
and remodelling of a building for the 
use of our Three Rivers branch are 
the principal items accounting for the 
net increase of $264,000 in Bank 
Premises account. Total assets have 
increased $95.9S5.AOO. and now amount 
to the very large sum* of $440,110,000. 
This increase is $7.* per cent, over 
the figure* of last year, a remarkable 
showing when it is recalled that we 
have been marking time in the open¬ 
ing of new branches, and that we have 
not taken over the business of any 
other bank. 

Mexico Branch. 

We have continued to keep our of¬ 
fice open in Mexico in the expecta¬ 
tion that general conditions in that 
unhappy country would so Improve 
that It would enable us to operate at 
some profit.

It points out that 
all money expended on reconstruction 
work should come out of savings and 
not be obtained by the creation of new 
credit. The burden of prevailing high 
Interest rates In ths case of such 
works has also to be considered, and 
although the outlook as to the value 
of money after the war is uncertain, 
it seems probable that current rates 
in England are held below the natural 
level at present by war-time regula¬ 
tions, and that when these restrictions 
are removed, rates may tend upward 
rather than downward.

, All soldiers discharged on or after 


Men who have already been discharged 
'will be given the gratuity to which they 
are entitled (less any “post discharge 
pay” they have received) after February 
1st, 1919. 

Application for an adjustment must be 
made to the paymaster of the district 
from which the soldier was discharged. 
The necessary forms to be filled out in 
support of each claim for adjustment may 
be obtained from the military headquar¬ 
ters of each district, from district and unit 
paymasters and from officers commanding 
militia units. 

Men who are still in the service will 
receive their first month’r gratuity im¬ 
mediately upon their discharge—unless 
1 they are “boarded” to receive treatment 
and full pay and allowances from the 
Department of Soldiers Gvil Re-Estab¬ 
lishment. 

Men who are in the cane of the Soldiers’

If his service has been in part overseas 
his gratuity ia figured on a higher scale 
than that of the man who has served only 
in Canada.
